ROAD TRANSPORT AMENDMENT ORDINANCE. 


No. 3 of 1024. 


AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND THE ROAD TRANSPORT 
ORDINANCE 1021 REGARDING THE GRANTOR RENEWAL 
01 A LICENCE TO KEEP A MOTOR VEHICLE AND THE 
FEES PAYARLE THEREON, AND TO AMEND CERTAIN 
OTHER PROVISIONS OF THE SAID ORDINANCE. 


RE IT ENACTED by the High Commissioner lor Palestine 
willi the advice of the Advisory Council thereof:- 


I. (i) The fees payable under Parts I and II of the Se¬ 
cond Schedule to lh'» Road Transport Ordinance 11)21 on the “rant 
nr renewal of a licence to keep a motor vehicle shall cease In he 

payable as from the date of the commencement of this Ordinance, 
and on and after that date there shall be charged and paid on 
such grant or renewal the fees specified in the schedule to 
this Ordinance.

(ii) The loaded weight of a motor vehicle shall he the 
total weight of the chassis, body, and load, and shall he determ¬ 
ined by the manufacturers’ specification,unless the Inspector (i<»- 
ncral of Police and Prisons shall require such weight to be 
determined by measurement. The load shall he taken at the max¬ 
imum for which the vehicle is designed, and the weight of a 
person shall be deemed to he bO kilos.

The second proviso to Article 8 of the Road Transport 
Ordinance 1021 is hereby repealed and the following proviso sub¬ 
stituted therefor: 


“Providedfurther that where a person becomes liable to take 
out a licence under this Ordinance on or after the first dav of 
October or the first day of January or the first day of April of 
any year, he shall, upon^delivering a declaration in writing to fhe 
person to whom application for a licence should be made to the 
effect that he was not liable to take out such a licence prior to 
the first day of October or the first dav of January or the first

day ol April (as the case inav be), be entitled to obtain the licence 
upon payment of three quarters, one half or one quarter of 
the fee (as the case may be) which would otherwise be payable 

in respect thereof.”

obtaining drivers’ licences uralei Article ii of the Hoad Transport 
Ordinance 1921 and submitting to the tests prescribed by or 
under>siich Ordinance and from paying the fees prescribed lor 
such licences. 
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8. Article 19 (iii) c. of the Hoad Transport Ordinance 
1921 is hereby repealed and the following clause substituted 
therefor: - 

“The number of the persons to be carried in such 
vehicles, and the duty to carry passengers and the extent of 
such duty”.
